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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  FITZWILLIAM 
DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

From  January  31st,  1937  to  January  31st,  1938 


Total  visits  to  homes,  1,348.  These  visits  are  divided  into 
the  following  items :  Obstetric  cases,  24 ;  Antepartum,  23 ;  Post- 
partum, 44 ;  New  Born,  44 ;  Non-communicable,  233 ;  Communi- 
jcable,  23;  Infant,  65;  Preschool,  142;  School  Children,  190; 
Adult  222;  Schools,  158;  Social  Service,  180. 

The  annual  physical  examination  of  the  school  children, 
given  by  Dr.  Emerson  and  the  District  Nurse  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  school  census  is  104;  3  children  were  absent  at  the 
time  of  examination.  The  following  defects  were  recorded :  En- 
larged tonsils  and  adenoids,  8 ;  defective  vision,  6,  corrected 
by  glasses^  4 ;  anaemia,  2 ;  poor  posture,  4 ;  10%  underweight, 
19 ;  corrected,  9 ;  cardiac  disease,  1 ;  asthma  3 ;  enlarged  glands, 
2.  All  have  been  vaccinated.  Children  excluded  from  school — 
whooping  cough,  13 ;  Scarlet  Fever,  1 ;  Scabies,  6 ;  Measles,  1. 

The  Dental  examination  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Gordon  A. 
Conboy  of  Keene,  N.  H.,  and  the  District  Nurse.  97  children 
were  present.  Of  this  number,  77  were  found  to  have  dental 
caries,  and  needing  cleaning;  16  needed  extractions.  57  chil- 
dren were  transported  to  Keene,  to  the  offices  of  Dr.  Conboy 
and  Dr.  R.  H.  Barnard,  and  had  all  dental  work  completed.  7 
children  have  had  their  dental  work  completed  elsewhere,  and 
3  had  perfect  teeth.  Children  of  the  first  three  grades  had  their 
work  done  gratis,  made  possible  by  the  fund  given  by  the  Town 
Fair  Association ;  the  remaining  grades,  each  child  paid  for  his 
or  her  own  work  at  clinic  prices. 

Two  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Clinics  were  held  at  the  Elliot 
Community  Hospital  in  Keene,  N.  H.,  during  the  summer 
months. 
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Mr.  Samuel  Simonds,  better  known  to  the  school  children 
as  "Uncle  Sam,"  has  provided  the  children  from  time  to  time, 
with  nuts,  candies,  fruit,  playground  equipment,  and  articles 
of  clothing.  Some  adults  have  also  been  remembered  through 
the  generosity  of  this  same  gentleman. 

Miss  Butland,  as  in  former  years,  has  continued  to  supply 
articles  for  layettes,  for  the  Nursing  Association. 

Many  articles  of  clothing  have  been  given  the  Association 
and  have  been  distributed  either  by  the  Nurse  or  by  the  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Helen  Stone. 

Milk  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  has  been  supplied  to  the  schools. 

A  class  in  First  Aid  has  been  conducted  in  the  Junior  High 
School  by  the  District  Nurse.  About  30  hours  was  given  to  this 
work,  which  included  practical  demonstrations.  Mr.  James 
Hind  assisted  at  the  class  conducted  on  Artificial  Respiration, 
so  that  each  member  would  be  familiar  with  that  particular 
phase  of  First  Aid. 

It  is  through  the  continued  interest  and  cooperation  of  the 
townspeople,  summer  residents  and  friends  of  the  Nursing  As- 
sociation that  this  work  has  been  accomplished.  It  is  because 
of  this  cooperation  that  we  are  able  to  watch  and  guide  the 
babies,  the  preschool  and  school  children  who  are  to  be  our  fu- 
ture citizens,  as  well  as  caring  for  the  sick.  Especially  I  wish 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Johnson,  Supt. 
of  Schools,  Dr.  Emerson,  and  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation who  have  given  freely  of  their  time  that  this  work  has 
been  made  possible.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  work  with  and 
serve  this  community.
